RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT

Dear Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement set forth in the Office Action 
mailed February 13, 2007, Applicant hereby provisionally elects the subject matter of 
Group I, directed to claims 67-96, for continued examination. 

With respect to the required election of species, Applicant elects an 
embodiment comprising Hydroxypropylcellulose (HPC) as the filler, NaHC0 3 as the 
alkaline substance, and the preferred active substances being a combination of 
lornoxicam and triptan. 

Additionally, however, Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the 
restriction requirement for the following reasons. The present application is a 
continuation of USSN 09/786,864 (now issued as US 6,713,089) which was the US 
national phase application of International Patent Application PCT/DK99/00480. As 
such, the PCT rules concerning unity should be applied, see e.g. PCT Applicant's 
Guide, Vol. 1/A, 130 (i) and 131. In doing so, it is believed that the restriction would not 
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be applicable. Applicant also notes that a comparable restriction requirement was not 
imposed in the prior U.S. application. 

Moreover, it is respectfully submitted that search and examination of the 
three (3) Groups set forth in the Restriction Requirement could be conducted without 
undue burden on the Office. 

Alternately, in the event the Restriction Requirement is maintained, Applicant 
further respectfully requests that the Examiner consider rejoinder of one or both of the 
remaining Groups following the search. 

The afore-mentioned election is being made solely to comply with, and be 
fully responsive to, the Restriction Requirement set forth in the Office Action. The right 
to file one or more divisional applications on non-elected subject matter is reserved. 

Early and favorable examination of the application are requested.
